A group of research workers and teach- 
ers gathered a few weeks ago at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky to bat a few ground- 
ers and practice a little intellectual base- 
running. Several of the visitors were 
Grade-A Thinkers; their research and 
writing had given them a high reputation 
in the various Knowledge Works all over 
the country. One of the group was very 
much interested in the application of sta- 
tistical techniques to the problem of win- 
ning money on the races. All he had to do. 
he said. was to take seven variables (not 
specified. but easy enough to guess), run 
them through his mathematical wringer. 
and light out for the race track. 

“Bet you I could make $5,000 a year 
betting on the races.” he said. putting 
down a highball glass so as to leave both 
hands free for gestures. 

“Yes, sir, no doubt about it,” we agreed. 
“You have a family, and a nice home. 
don’t you?” 


“I do indeed.” and out came the pic- 
tures to prove it. 

“And you have a job that keeps you 
fairly busy?” 

“That’s right.” 

“Well, you probably want to keep the 
family. and the home, and the job. Can 
you find ten or twelve hours of spare 
time every day to do this figuring and 
betting 

“Do the figuring in my head. May as 
well use brains when you -have_ them. 
All I need is the information.” 

“Yes. things are much simpler after 
you have the information.” Then we told 
him about a friend of ours who makes a 
living playing the races—been doing it for 
years, and paying income tax on his win- 
nings. he says. Dresses well, eats well. 
sleeps warm. No family to dress, feed. and 
shelter. Home is where the races are, Gets 
to the track before 6 a. m., clocks the 
workouts. talks with horsemen, sometimes 
has a few horses of his own in training. 
Back to the hotel around 10 a. m., settles 
down with the dope to do his figuring. 
Lunch, and back to the track, where he 
spends a lot of time studying horses in 
the paddock and watching them in races. 
To the hotel again, drink, dinner, maybe 


a litthe checking on what happened over 
on the backstretch in the seventh race. 
and it’s bedtime. 

“Now.” we summarized, “if youre going 
to work that hard. ycu’d better make it 
$15.000 a year. at least. And something 
extra for alimony.” 

Just to make sure we hadn't exaggerated 
the diligence of our successful horse- 
player, we nudged his elbow at Keeneland 
and asked questions—or rather, started 
asking questions. 

“Yup. yup. that’s right.” said. 
“Excuse me. will you. old pardner. Kinda 
busy. you know.” 


On the Other Hand 


This is not intended, of course, to dis- 
courage anybody from betting on the 
races. Betting on the races is an awfully 
good idea. and should be encouraged. 
It's just not the sort of thing that obliges 
John J. Smith of the garden hose de- 
partment at Sears-Roebuck to file a_re- 
vision of his estimated income tax on a 
regular basis. But sometimes you can 
beat the races without working 14 hours 
a day at it. 

Employees of one company in Lexing- 
ton have discovered a system, First day 
at Keeneland’s spring meeting they sent 
a man out to bet $5 on everything at odds 
of more than 20 to 1 three minutes before 
post time. The crowds at the tote windows 
were pretty long. but if the man got all 
his bets down. the winnings were some- 
where around $350. which is a fair re- 
turn. 

This method of winning is almost pain- 
less. All you have to do is to pick the 
right day. 
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Peace or P. A. 


In his Gimerack Club speech in England 
in 1951 Ray Bell said something to the 
effect that racing might be more popular 
(they hardly ever have a crowd of much 
more than a quarter-millon) if the public 
address system were used more extensively 
to let everybody know where his horse is 
running. This might be a good idea, 
especially in a race like the Cesarewitch, 
where the horses go out behind somebody’s 
barn about two miles away for the start, 
and can be magnified, with good binoc- 
ulars, to about the size of an Arkansas 
mosquito. 

In the U. S., Keeneland is probably the 
race-goer’s only sanctuary from the leath- 
er-lunged disturber of the peace who calls 
the race all the way back to Beetlebomb. 


‘Only disturbance there is the shouting of 


12 or 15 thousand prejudiced customers, 
none equipped with a microphone. 

On opening day at Keeneland county 
police asked permission to drive a sound 
truck into the enclosure and page a 
man whose 93-year-old father had be- 
come quite ill. Permission was refused, 
“Wouldn’t do any good.” said Manager 
W. T. Bishop. Keeneland isn’t even built 
to make broadcasting from a sound truck 
effective. It may put in a P. A. system 
some day; a few customers have complain- 
ed they can’t even hear which way their 
money went. In the meantime it’s quiet 
and pleasant.

The Dancer; Also the Medicine 
That Shakes Well After Taking

Any question in your mind about Native 
Dancer is easy to answer; he’s as good 
as you thought. Also, any doubts about 
his ability to win at more than a mile 
were scattered to the wind at Jamaica last 
week. Having been one of the first to wave 
a small flag for Native Dancer—and flag- 
waving is not one of my customary diver- 
sions—I was especially gratified. 


Nevertheless, I must say that the mile- 
and-a-sixteenth Gotham Stakes couldn’t 
have been made easier for him if it had 
been made to order. Of course, whenever 
a race is split, there is always an easy 
half (the one your horse didn’t get in), 
but I’ve seldom seen such a collection of 
pushovers in one section. For that reason 
a few curmudgeons insist that Native 
Dancer’s performance wasn’t much. For 
my part, I think it will do handsomely till 
his next start, the Wood Memorial Stakes. 


At saddling time Native Dancer looked 
even better than he did when I saw him 
last at Belmont several weeks ago; he 
had fined down a bit, and sharpened up. 
Also, he was quieter and better behaved. 
Incidentally, I saw his front ankles without 
bandages for the first time since last au- 
tumn. Now, it had always been my impres- 
sion that it was the right one that bothered 
him last season, but to these unpracticed 
old eyes the left one looked quite as big. 
Also, it seemed that he had a peculiar 


POLITICAL ARSON

way of putting down his front feet when 
he walked—one almost directly in front 
of the other—but I daresay this was just 
a habit I hadn’t noticed before. 


In the race, I thought, he was always 
master of the situation. Till he rounded 
the far turn he was under the stoutest 
restraint, Guerin handled him well, as he 
does all his mounts. but watching him I 
somehow had the impression that the boy 
was just a mite over-anxious. After all, it 
must get on one’s nerves to ride an import- 
ant unbeaten horse, and the strain parlays 
every time the animal runs. 


I wouldn’t be at all surprised if Magic 
Lamp, which finished second to Native 
Dancer, developed into something better 
than average. He’s a smooth, well turned 
brown colt by *Alibhai—Milcave, from 
the Rokeby Stable, and hasn’t much form, 
but he ran only three times last season, 
and twice this year prior to the Gotham 
Stakes, and that is all to the good. 


Before the second half of the Gotham, 
Invigorator looked ever so much better, 
and more at ease than he did in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap, but Laffango 
beat him just the same. 


CONTRETEMPS. I hardly know what 
to say about the Kitchen Maid affair. As 
you probably know, Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
filly ran at Jamaica on April 10, and 
finished second to C. T. Chenery’s Queen’s 
Moon, after which, as a matter of routine, 
she was given the drug test. Early last 
week, the laboratory of the New York 
State Racing Commission reported that its 
chemical analysis of the filly’s urine 
showed the presence of caffeine. 


At the inquiry held immediately by 
the stewards of the Jamaica meeting it 
developed that the drug was an ingredient 
in medicine prescribed for Kitchen Maid, 
which has kidney trouble, by Dr. William 
H. Wright, the Vanderbilt stable’s veterin- 
arian, and the last time it was adminis- 
tered was April 7, three days before she 
ran. It also developed that Kitchen 
Maid’s medicine came from a bottle that 
had contained something called Dr. 
Wright’s Equine Tie-Up, and still bore the 
label which listed the ingredients of the 
Tie-Up, which, by the way, does not con- 
tain caffeine. 


The reason for this, Dr. Wright ex- 
plained, was that he was in a hurry that 
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day, and neglected to scratch off the orig- 
inal label and put on a new one, which 
listed the contents of the medicine with 
caffeine in it. (I’m told that Dr. Wright 
is a very able, but very busy vet, being 
employed also by the Greentree Stable 
and other important establishments.) He 
also testified that in normal circumstances 
all traces of caffeine would have been 
eliminated. Unfortunately. as her stable 
knows, Kitchen Maid is a perverse hussy, 
and as usual she crossed everybody up. On 
his part, Trainer Bill Winfrey offered an 
afidavit that he had no knowledge or 
means of knowing what the medicine con- 
tained, so the stewards cleared him of all 
blame. 


The incident hasn*t ended there, how- 
ever. Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the 
New York State Racing Commission, has 
demanded from Dr, Wright a list of all 
the horses he has attended recently, and 
is attending at Belmont Park. This, Dr. 
Wright has refused to give. claiming that 
such information is privileged. He is back- 
ed up by the veterinarians’ society and 
its members. The next move is up to Mr. 


Cole.

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Hancock Yearlings 
Off the Market 


In the 1950 summer sales at Keeneland. 
four consignors—Claiborne, Coldstream, 
Elmendorf, and Mereworth Farms—sold 
95 yearlings for $662.100. The group rep- 
resented 25 per cent of the yearlings in 
the sales series and 29 per cent of the 
money paid by purchasers. 

Since then Elmendorf and Coldstream 
have been dispersed, and Mereworth Farm 
has withdrawn from the auction market. 
This week Claiborne Farm, representing 
the oldest and most continuous market 
production in North America, announced 
that its 1953 yearlings will not be sold by 
auction. 

The announcement ,came from Arthur 
B. Hancock Jr., who has had charge of 
the famous farm at Paris, Ky.. since his 
father was incapacitated by illness. “We 
want to race a few horses, but not all 
the horses that we raise.” he said. “There- 
fore we have sold a few yearlings pri- 
vately. It was virtually impossible to race 
part of our yearlings and expect buyers’ 
acceptance of the remainder sold at auc- 
tion. Also, since the Keeneland sales are 
made up of selected yearlings, our con- 
signment would not have been represent- 
ative.” 

Mr. Hancock is vice president of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. at whose sum- 
mer sales the Claiborne yearlings have 
been sold each year since the co-operative 
agency was organized in 1943, with the 
senior Mr. Hancock playing a decisive 
role in the breakaway from Saratoga. 

The Hancock tradition of breeding for 
the auction market had lasted through 
67 years. It began in 1886. when Capt. 
Richard Johnson Hancock first offered 
the yearlings from the rolling acres of 
Ellerslie Farm at Charlottesville. Va. 
Arthur Boyd Hancock succeeded his 
father at Ellerslic, and after his marriage 
to Miss Nancy Clay. of Bourbon County. 
Kentucky, established a second Thorough- 
bred nursery at Claiborne Farm. where 
the first foals arrived in 1910. 

A. B. Hancock was one of the few major 
breeders in the United States who sur- 
vived as such through the hiatus which 
followed repressive legislation in the first 
decade of the century, He curtailed opera- 
tion but kept together a strong nucleus 
from which developed the successes of 
later years. With the exception of one 
year, when he sold privately. his yearlings 
always were offered at auction. Ellerslie 
Farm was sold in 1946 and the Hancock 
breeding operation since then has been 
concentrated at Claiborne Farm.

Hancock has restocked Claiborne, almost 
completely as far as broodmares are con- 
cerned; the average age of the mares, he 
reports, is nine years. Most of them now 
are represented by their first yearlings. 
The 1953 yearlings also include the first 
American-bred foals of the very successful 
*Nasrullah and the second crops’ by 
*Ambiorix, Black Tarquin, and Double 
Jay. 

In the past a few yearling fillies have 
been held out of the sales to race under 
the Hancock colors and to be retired later 
for breeding. The decision just announced 
implies the quick emergence of a major 
racing stable. It re-emphasizes a trend of 
the older large-scale breeders away from 
the auction market.

Spendthrift Leases Norseman 


Ralph Beaver Strassburger’s Norseman, 
one of the best of the wartime runners in 
France, now established as a successful 
sire, has been leased by Leslie Combs 
II for an indefinite period. and will stand 
at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, beginning 
with the 1954 season, Mr. Combs an- 
nounced this week. No purchase or syndi- 
cation is contemplated, according to Mr. 
Combs. The fee will be $1.500 for a live 
foal. 

Norseman, foaled in 1940, is a bay horse 
by Umidwar (Blandford—Uganda, by 
Bridaine) out of the good winner Tara, 
by *Teddy out of *Jean Gow, by Neil 
Gow, third dam Jane Shore. by Cupbearer. 
Tara is a half sister to the producer 
* Alexandria, dam of Sun Alexandria and 
Peace Harbor. 

Playing second fiddle to his distin- 
guished stablemate Pensbury, Norseman 
nevertheless showed excellent class. Most 
important of his four wins as a 2-year-old 
was the Prix Robert Papin, At three he 
won the Prix Daru-Noailles, Prince 
d’Orange (beating Pensbury), and de 
Plaisance (beating Un Gaillard); was 
second in the Prix Henry Delamarre; third 
in the Prix Daphnis, Poule d’Essai des 
Poulains (Two Thousand Guineas), Prix 
Royal Oak (St. Leger). and Prix de 
l’Are de Triomphe. In the Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby) he finished fourth after 
having made the pace for Pensbury. At 
four he was first in the Prix des Sablons 
and Prix Bois Roussel. Altogether he 
won nine of his 23 races, was five times 
second, and four times third, and earned 
2,619,430 francs. 

In 1945 Norseman was retired to Mr. 
Strassburger’s Haras des Monceaux in 
Calvados, and his first offspring ran in 
1948. Through 1952 they had earned a 
total of 70,597,658 francs in France and 
£6,537 in Great Britain. Norseman’s cu- 
mulative average-earnings index for the 
last four years in France has been 2.08. 
The best of his get include the 1952 Prix 
de Diane (Oaks) winner Seria, Ksarinor, 
Free Man (Poule d’Essai, etc.), Musette, 
Highlander, Beverly, Noteless, Gwynors, 
Norseking, Norman. Antigue, Olof, Grand 
Dieu, and Noroit II. 

It is expected that Norseman will be 
shipped to Kentucky in July, along with 
Royal Charger, recently purchased from 
the Irish National Stud and syndicated, 
Acquisition of these stallions, Mr. Combs 
said, was motivated largely by the desire 
to add some “made” sires to the large 
group at Spendthrift Farm, a few already 
successful, most of the others relatively 
untried.

after two winners, sold for $20,000 Silverado won over three 
times his purchase price in 1952, was also sold for six times his purchase price. 
And this year Silverado is winning, placing in stakes.

CALIFORNIA, by Robert Hebert 


A Charming California Ranch 
Awaits Another Yankee Valor 


Los ANGELES 

One of the most interesting stables in 
California races under the name of Elobee 
Farm and has its home base at the 70- 
acre ranch owned by Mr. and Mrs. L. G. 
Burns in Canoga Park, in the San Fernan- 
do Valley. It is a charming and informal 
ranch and was the birthplace of Yankee 
Valor, probably one of the best three 
horses ever foaled in California. The 
other two, according to my estimate, are 
On Trust and Your Host. At a mile and a 
quarter I would rate Yankee Valor at the 
top, with perhaps On Trust getting the 
nod at a mile and a furlong, and Your 
Host holding an edge at a flat mile. This 
may seem like a pretty hasty evaluation 
of these three horses, and it is, but it 
serves to show that Yankee Valor was an 
outstanding Thoroughbred and that in a 
short span before his sudden death he 
reached a high mark in California racing. 

Yankee Valor was a son of Valoria, by 
Gallant Sir, and she has certainly been 
the foundation of Elobee Farm. The Burns 
stable, which is getting ready for racing at 
Hollywood Park this summer, is composed 
of four of her foals. They are Dixie Valor, 
a 2-year-old filly by Count Speed; Na- 
tional Valor and Royal Valor, 3- and 4- 
year-olds by Heelfly; and Postwar Valor, 
a 5-year-old by War Glory. Sometime dur- 
ing the Hollywood Park meeting, Mr. and 
Mrs. Burns hope to have them all entered 
on the same afternoon. 

The family is a long way from being 
complete yet. Valoria has a yearling colt 
by Count Speed at Elobee Farm, and the 
mare is now at Mrs. John D. Hertz’ Stoner 
Creek Farm in Kentucky to be bred to 
Count Fleet. 

Since 1938 when Mr. and Mrs. Burns 
entered racing, they have had a modest but 
successful stable. At present, there are 
nine mares and four yearlings at Elobee 
Farm, in addition to the stallion Chief 
Onaway, which has gained some fame here 
recently through occasional fine showings 
by his son De Anza. Chief Onaway is 
owned by Lou Rowan, and is certain of 
more attention from breeders from now on. 
He got a late start, but it looks like a 
good one. 

In addition to Valoria’s colt by Count 
Speed, the yearling crop at Elobee Farm 
also includes a filly by Solidarity out of 
Chikit, which might be a good one, and a 
filly by Sabu out of Solanga. Among the 
mares is Mitchess, a half sister to On 
Trust. She is due to produce a foal by 
Heelfly soon. In her racing days she was 


quite a star at Longacres. One story goes 
that Mitchess was given her name by a 
Japanese butler who had trouble with 
English and could not say “Mrs.” The 
closest he could get to it, when addressing 
Mrs. Burns. was something that sounded 
like Mitchess. The name was copied by 
Mrs. Burns’ friends, and finally bestowed 
upon the mare. 

Elobee Farm is small, in comparison to 
many lavish Thoroughbred farms, but it 
contains a three-furlong training track, 30 
stalls, roomy paddocks, an inviting swim- 
ming pool, and an informal, friendly at- 
mosphere. The informality includes the 
“Elobee Turf Club,” which consists of a 
couple of benches with a meager protec- 
tion from the sun. The friendliness in- 
cludes a white, cold-blooded pony named 
Sherman, which is the pet of youngsters 
for miles around. Each year Sherman gets 
dozens of Christmas cards from his youth- 
ful admirers. Yankee Valor, which died of 
a ruptured bowel a few days after easy 
victories in the Cinema Handicap and 
Hollywood Derby, is buried in the infield 
of the training track. 

During World War II Mr. Burns served 
four years as a colonel in the Army. He 
now owns the Burns Steamship Company 
and the Burns Agency. The trainer of his 
stable is another former Army officer, 
Col, Frank Carr, an extremely capable 
horseman who led the United States eques- 
trian team in the Olympic games of 1928 
and 1932. If another Yankee Valor should 
come along, you may be sure that Colonel 
Carr will recognize the signs early and 
know what to do. 


A PLAN. Members of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association 
have their own ideas, of course, about how 
their disagreement with some tracks over 
purse distribution should be settled. Track 
officials, on the other hand, have their own 
thoughts. But that does not prohibit in- 
terested observers from tossing in a few 
suggestions for what they may be worth. 

One prominent horseman, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, suggests that the as- 
sociations might settle the problem by 
“widening” purse distribution. For ex- 
ample, he believes that a fund of, say, 
$200,000 should be set aside by a track, 
and that at the end of the meeting it 
should be divided between those horses 
which were screened, given stalls, raced 
at least once, but didn’t earn any part of 
a purse. According to this horseman’s 
idea, it doesn’t matter how many times 


a horse started. If he was deemed worthy 
of a stall and raced during the season 
he would share in the fund. What M 
would get, of course, would not be enough 
to encourage his owner to buy more cheap 
horses; but at the end of a year an owner 
who was having money troubles might 
accumulate enough to remain in the sport, 

I'm not at all sure it’s a good idea, and 
{ doubt if either the HBPA or the tracks 
will like it. But a few horsemen have dis. 
cussed it, and I’m passing it on for what 
it may be worth, 

While on the subject of the HBPA, 
purses, and the associations, California 
tracks so far have refused even to men- 
tion the words “40 per cent” in their ne. 
gotiations with horsemen. The reason, of 
course, is that if they agree to a purse 
distribution based on 40 per cent of the 
track’s share of the pari-mutuel handle, 
they assume that next time around the 
asking price will be 41 per cent, and so on, 

But is that necessarily so? There must 
be some peaceful solution to the problem 
without resorting to name-calling by the 
tracks and boycotts by the HBPA. Aren't 
the tracks in the same position, let us say, 
as other promoters in sports? Madison 
Square Garden operates on a percentage 
basis in lining up world’s heavyweight 
championship bouts. The usual custom is 
for the champion to receive 30 per cent, 
with 20 per cent going to the challenger. 
The idea is that the performers are paid 
on a percentage basis, and no one accuses 
them of attempting to run the Garden, or 
declaring themselves in as partners of the 
directors.

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MacPhail Loses 


Bowie Position 


Larry S. MacPhail this week was 
through as president of Bowie race track. 
The same board of directors which had 
named him president 13 months ago an- 
nounced that MacPhail was being suc- 
ceeded by Donald C. Lillis. a New York 
fnancier who got into racing only last 
year. 

MacPhail stepped down from his Bowie 
job (the board didn’t say whether he quit 
or was fired) a week after he got in 
trouble with the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission over disturbances in which Mac- 
Phail figured April 11 at Bowie. Accord- 
ing to reports from Maryland, MacPhail 
first had a violent argument in the Bowie 
club house with several members of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation. Later, on his way home from 
the track. he argued with a Maryland 
State patrolman over the way traffic was 
being handled. He allegedly tried to kick 
the patrolman, was arrested, and booked 
for being disorderly. 


Three days later MacPahil was barred 
from his track by the racing commission, 


The commission’s charge against Mac- 
Phail. conduct detrimental to the best 


interests of racing. was said to have stem- 
med from his club house argument, not 
from the tiff he had with the policeman. 
A hearing on this complaint was set for 


April 23. 


Larry S. 
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MacPhail has not been heard from since 
his encounters at the ‘track. As soon as 
he arranged bond at the police station, 
he went to his cattle and Thoroughbred 
breeding farm at Bel Air, Md., and, ac- 
carding to 


reports, cut off telephone 


service to his quarters. The only words 
which have come from Bel Air were 
spoken by MacPhail’s farm manager, 
Charles Teery, who told newspapermen 
that his boss was suffering from a throat 
cancer; that doctors advised him not to 
talk more than necessary. 


The new president of Bowie, until last 
week chairman of the board, entered the 
racing picture in Maryland little more 
than a year ago when the track was being 
reorganized and remodeled. Head of the 
National Can Company and senior part- 
ner in the investment house of Bear, 
Stearns, Inc.. the new president admits he 
knew little about racing until he bought 
financial control of Bowie last year. When 
asked if he regrets the appointment of 
MacPhail as president, Lillis said. “No, 
I think I learned a lot from him.” 


Lillis is a native of Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., where he started in the investment 
business. He moved to New York 19 years 
ago and made his home in Pelham, just 
outside of the city. He is married and has 
a daughter.

Laffango accounted for the faster division of 
Jamaica’s Gotham Stakes by coming out on top 
in an exciting duel with Invigorator. The Gotham 
was scheduled by Jamaica’s management to take 
the place of the Experimental Free Handicap No. 
2. It is at fixed weights rather than being based 
on John Campbell’s year-end computations. 

Laffango (pronounced Laugh-an’-go) broke in 
front and held a slight lead over Invigorator to 
the far turn. Racing up on the inside, Invigorator 
got the lead and held it until reaching midstretch, 
where Laffango succeeded in returning to the front. 
Winning by a head, Laffango was clocked in 1:44. 
The third-place Fly Wheel finished eight lengths 
behind the first two. 

It was later announced that Laffango’s left fore 
ankle was swollen after the race and that it is 
believed to be a recurrence of the calcium deposit 
which bothered the colt during his winter racing. 
When Laffango won the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap ten days prior to the Gotham Stakes, it was 
hoped that the son of Errard had recovered from 
the condition. If X-ray pictures show a need for 
it, Laffango will be fired and rested. This would 
mean that he will miss the Kentucky Derby, the 
Preakness, and the Belmont Stakes. He has been 
nominated for each of them, and was expected to 
be one of the leading contenders.

Contrary to expectation, Native Dancer’s pres- 
ence in the fixed-weight Gotham Stakes at Jamaica 
did not cut the number of entries to a skimpy field. 
Eighteen 3-year-olds went to the post, and the race 
was run in two divisions. Native Dancer went in 
what was thought to be the easier section, and got 
under his belt the preparatory race he had been 
unable to find earlier in the season. It had been 
six months since the son of Polynesian had won 
the East View Stakes over the same track, at 
the same distance (1; miles), and in the same 
time (1:44%). 

Jockey Eric Guerin took Native Dancer in hand 


after the gray colt broke well from an outer post 
position, and kept him on the outside away from 
trouble, allowing others to race ahead as they 
pleased. On the stretch turn, Guerin let the gray 
colt out a few notches, waved a whip at him, and 
calmly hand-rode Native Dancer to the tenth 
victory of his unbeaten career. Magic Lamp. which 
had taken the lead on the backstretch, was two 
lengths behind at the wire and three lengths in 
front of the third-place Sickle’s Sound. 

A large part of the more than a quarter-million 
dollars now in Native Dancer’s bank account comes 
from the seven stakes he won as a 2-year-old of 
1952—the Futurity, Hopeful, East View, Saratoga 
Special, Grand Union Hotel, Youthful, and Flash 
Stakes-—but he stands a good chance of quickly 
dwarfing that earnings figure. He is expected to 
start in the $100,000 Wood Memorial prior to the 
Triple Crown events. 

Geisha foaled a chestnut sister to Native Dancer 
on February 15 at Dan W. Scott’s Farm, Lexing- 
ton, where Native Dancer was foaled March 27. 
1950. That farm is located just across the Russell 
Cave Pike from Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm. 
where Polynesian stands. Polynesian’s other stakes 
winner so far this year is the 2-year-old Banquet 
Bell. Geisha is booked to Polynesian again this 
season.

My Request, Miss Request, and Carolyn A.—and 
she is from the same immediate family with which 
he has produced the stakes winners Hitex, Chief 
Barker, Carolyn A., Tahitian King, and My Re- 
quest. 

Doing all of her racing under Mrs. Whitaker’s 
colors, Grecian Queen won the Schuylerville, the 
Astarita, the Demoiselle, and the first division of 
the Marguerite Stakes as a 2-year-old of 1952. She 
also was second in the Spinaway Stakes and third 
in the Matron and the Frizette Stakes. For the 
Experimental Free Handicap, she was allotted 114 
pounds, two pounds less than the top-weighted 
fillies Bubbley and Sweet Patootie. She made only 
one start this year before the Prioress, a six-fur- 
long overnight race a week earlier which she won 
by a length. 

Grecian Queen, which was made favorite, along 
with her running-mate Miss Nancy, gave her 
backers some moments of doubt. She waited until 
the last turn to make her winning move from near 
the rear of the field, and then had to outlast a 
claim of foul made by Tritium’s rider. The stew- 
ards decided, however, that Flamenco had veered 
out and forced Tritium behind Grecian Queen. 
Flamenco, which finished second, was then placed 
last, and Tritium was awarded second. Grecian 
Queen has been nominated for the Kentucky Derby, 
the Preakness, and the Belmont Stakes.

BREEZE BY’S INJURIES 


Breeze By received a fractured skull 
when he fell during the running of the 
Ben Ali Handicap Saturday, April 18, at 
Keeneland, but Paul Ebelhardt. manager 
of Calumet Farm, said Monday that the 
colt seemed to be in fair condition. 

Ebelhardt said the skull was fractured 
diagonally across the forehead to a point 
over his left eye. In cleaning out the 
six-inch cut, quite a lot of loose bone had 
to be removed, Ebelhardt said. 

Calumet’s manager said the colt. a 
candidate for the Kentucky Derby. Preak- 
ness, and the Belmont Stakes. was showing 
a lot of courage, was eating a little. and 
seemed determined to mend himself. But 
Ebelhardt didn’t see how Breeze By could 
return to the tracks before late in the 
summer. 

Apprentice Jockey Forrest Kaelin. who 
was riding Breeze By when the colt went 
down at the sixteenth pole. received noth- 
ing more than bad bruises. 
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Oil Capitol, the richest Thoroughbred in training, 
galloped to an easy win in Keeneland’s Ben Ali 
Handicap as Breeze By virtually eliminated himself 
from the Kentucky Derby. Only three starters 
Oil Capitol, his stablemate Seaward, and Breeze 
By—went to the post for the 23rd running of the 
1,'4-mile Ben Ali. 

Seaward, winner of the 1952 Ben Ali, broke 
from the inside and went to the front with Breeze 
By a close second. Oil Capitol dropped back several 
lengths as the front runners stayed together along 
the backstretch. Going into the final turn, Breeze 
By began falling back, and Oil Capitol started to 
move up, catching his running mate in midstretch 
to win going away. Despite rain, snow, and sleet 
which preceded the race and softened the track, 
Oil Capitol’s time was 1:44 (only 14% second slower 
than the track record). He was giving seven 
pounds to Seaward and 15 pounds (five by the 
scale) to Breeze By. 

As the winner went under the wire, Breeze By 
ducked from the whip, lost his footing on the 
sloppy track, and fell into the rail, throwing Ap- 
prentice Jockey Forrest Kaelin into the sixteenth 
pole. Kaelin later was released from the hospital 
sufferng only from minor bruises, but Breeze By 
had a fractured skull. More than 25 stitches were 
required to close the gash. 

The Ben Ali was Oil Capitol’s first start since 
he ran third in the New Orleans Handicap. Earlier 
this year he accounted for the Widener and the 
Palm Beach Handicaps, and ran second in the 
McLennan Handicap. His pedigree and family notes 
were published in THe Bioop-Horse of February 7, 
page 354.

DRUGGIST SUES 


John J. Cummings, owner of the Turf-

Cash for Fifth Place 


The Pimlico race course announced this 
week it would readjust its purse schedule 
in order to provide awards for the fifth 
placing horses at its meeting May 4 to 
May 30. The decision was reported by 
Louis Pondfield, executive director of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. 

Under the new scale at Pimlico. 60 
per cent of the purse will go to the win- 
ner, 20 per cent to the second horse, 1215 
per cent to the third horse, 5 per cent to 
the fourth, and 21% per cent to the fifth. 
The old scale was 65-20-10-5. 

In announcing the adjustment, Pond- 
field said he had been inspired by J. 
Samuel Perlman, publisher of The Daily 
Racing Form, who suggested such a step 
in a speech two weeks ago to the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. Perlman said 
this was one way of helping more horse- 
ment help themselves. 

Said Pondfield: “Pimlico’s new plan of 
distribution is expected to aid scores of 
horsemen in realizing something. For the 
Maryland spring season of 52 days, there 
are 416 races which means, at most, 416 
winners. There will be numerous repeat- 
ers, so the number could hardly exceed 
375. Yet, there are 3,000 horses in the 
area. Under the new setup, 2,080 portions 
of purses will be available, as compared 
to 1,644 under the old setup.” 

The jockey club’s action was approved 
by the Maryland State Racing Commission 
and the Maryland-Delaware-West Virginia 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association. 


A Plea From Suffolk Downs 


John C. Pappas. president of Suffolk 
Downs, told a State legislative committee 
that, unless his track gets a better break 
from the State in pari-mutuel taxes, it is 
going to be in bad shape again this year. 
Last year, he said, the track spent $187.510 
more than it collected from pari-mutuel 
wagers and the only money it made was 
from concessions, programs, and admis- 
sions. 

Pappas said the split between the State 
and the track last year was 91-9, whereas 
in 1946 it was a more realistic 60-40. In 
addition, the track had to pay a license 
fee of $36,000 and a tax bill of $294,000 
last year. 

He asked for a sliding-scale which would 
assure Suffolk Downs of 614 or 7 per 
cent of the handle. It now is getting only 
about 2 per cent, he said.

According to reports 
from California, Railey had been having 
disagreements with one block of stock- 
holders which was dissatisfied with 10 
per cent dividends. 


Toledo Jockey Club Sale 


Edwin T. Keller has bought all of 
the stock in the Toledo Jockey Club from 
Carl H. Priehs and will succeed Priehs 
as president. Keller is a former general 
manager of the club. 

Priehs had owned the club’s stock since 
the spring of 1952. when he bought it 
from Sam Cordovano, a sports promoter. 


Scarborough Downs Sale 


Robert A. Verrier. of Scarborough. and 
Thomas D. Mourkas. of Bangor, have 
bought Scarborough Downs in Maine for 
a price reported at $500,000. The buyers 
had been leasing the track for two years 
from Morris Goldfine, of Boston. who had 
taken possession after foreclosing a mort- 
gage. The track was built in 1950 at a cost 
of approximately $1.000.000 by Maine 
State Raceways. Inc.. which went into 
bankruptcy, allowing Goldfine to foreclose 
on a $410,000 mortgage.

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FIRE AT THE RACE TRACK 


A survey of the causes of fires at race 
tracks has been prepared by the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Protective Bureau. Inc.. 
and is being distributed by the bureau's 
president. Spencer J. Drayton. The survey 
includes a report on each of the 12 costly 
fires of the last 15 months 
steps which tracks and horsemen should 
take to help prevent fires in the future. 
In a covering letter to THe PLocp- 
Horse, Mr. Drayton said he thought it 
“important to note first. the 
these fires and. secondly. that most fires 
eccur in the spring and fall. I also think 
that the horsemen would like to know 
that in the 12 fires of the last 15 months. 
50 per cent were caused by the improper 
use of electrical appliances and mest of 
the others by carelessness on the part 
of stable employees.”

RETALIATION 

A New York City councilman this week 
threatened to introduce a resolution to 
curtail police and fire protection and sani- 
tation facilities at three local race tracks— 
Belmont Park. Jamaica, and Aqueduct. It 
was Councilman Aloysius J. Maickel’s idea 
that these facilities be withdrawn to com- 
pensate for revenue lost through enforced 
reduction of the city’s take from the mutuel 
handle at the three tracks. 

The city’s tax bite. which once was a 
husky 5 per cent, has been whittled to 3 
per cent by the State legislature and will 
be taken away at the rate of 1 per cent 
each year until 1956, when the city won't 
get anything from the tracks, At the same 
time, a new 5 per cent State tax will sup- 
plant the city tax. 

Maickel said that the State. with its 
increased racing revenue, should provide 
the tracks with services the city no longer 


can afford.

Electricians Discuss Fire Prevention 


Seven Rules to Follow 


Here are seven steps which electricians interviewed by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau believe should be taken to safeguard against fires. 
1. Where antiquated electrical wiring appears in barns. it should be mod- 
ernized, It should include proper conductors and a reasonable number of lamp 
outlets and plug outlets. Outlets should be located in relatively safe. yet usable.

2. Strict regulations and inspections of all electrical appliances should 
be set up. No appliances should be used unless they have been approved by 


the track superintendent or electrician. 


3. Where electrical appliances are used in a tack room, the room should 
be separated from the rest of the barn by a suitable fire wall. 

4. Two- and three-way plugs and improvised wiring should be prohibited. 

5. An adequate supply of hot water should be made available to each 
barn. thereby eliminating the need for heating water electrically. 

6. Fuse boxes and circuit breakers should not be tampered with. and 
fuse boxes should be kept locked and regularly inspected. 


7. No electrical appliance 
—-should be left on unattended.

Cause. electric heater 
left unattended in the tack room. 

March 22, 1953, Jamaica. eight horses 
and one barn. Damage. $55.000. Cause. 
electric infra-red heat lamp was improp- 
erly wired with an extension cord and 
was left burning unattended. 

In summarizing the 12 fires, six were 
caused by electrical equipment brought 
to the tracks by horsemen, three were at- 


tributed to drinking and smoking. two 
were attributed to arson, and 
caused by a gasoline explosion. 


one 


The bureau said it interviewed several 
track electricians concerning the use of 
electrical equipment by horsemen. Here. 
in the opinion of the electricians. is a 
list of electrical equipment most generally 
found in barns and which should be closely 
watched: 

1. Electric blankets—low wattage con- 
sumption. but used infrequently. 

2. Infra-red lamps—draw 250 watts and 
are the biggest cause for overloading 
Wiring circuits. Frequently used. 

3. Room heaters—draw 590 to 800 watts, 
used frequently. 

4. Hot-plates—two-burner plates draw 
from 2.500 to 3.000 watts and overload the 
circuits, Infrequently used. 

5. Coffee makers—draw 500 to 800 
watts, but are not used frequently. 

6. Clipping machines—used_ infrequent- 
ly. but it is not known how much waitage 
they consume. 

7. Feed-grinding machines—are coming 
into heavy use. They require about 1.000 
watts to start, but consume only 500 after 
they are running. 

8. Instant hot water heaters—require 
about 1,800 watts to heat water. but are 
not used frequently. 

In the opinion of the electricians. the 
fire hazard is increased both by the 


igniting characteristics of the equipment 
and the use of worn and faulty extension 
wiring and inadequate two- and three-way 
plugs.

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New York Asked For Legal Books 
By Police Officers And City Board 


Proposals that New York legalize off- 
track betting were made this week by the 
Police Conference of the State of New 
York and by the Board of Estimate of 
New York City. There was no official 
comment from Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
or from Mayor Vincent Impellitteri. 


One of the loudest proponents of off- 
track betting was Mrs. May Andres Healy. 
chairman of the Joint Committee of Teach- 
ers Organization. who argued in open 
hearings that revenue from licensing of 
handbooks would provide substantial rev- 
enue for education and health programs. 


Mrs. Healy took issue with Gov. Dewey's 
view that off-track betting would be 
“immoral.” She felt that the legalization 
idea was a “sane, completely sensible 
attitude” and that it should replace the 
“quasi-moral” view now held by the State 
in permitting betting at the race track. 


She petitioned Mayor Impellitteri to 


appoint a committee of outstanding cit- 
izens to investigate her proposal and to 
report back to the city. The proposal 
should be submitted to the State legisla- 
ture this summer, she said. 

The suggestion of the Police Conference 
was made to the governor by John E. 
Carton, president of the organization, who 
said legalization was a “tremendous source 
of public revenue.” 

Speaking for more than 40,000 police 
officers in the State, Carton described anti- 
gambling laws as “contrary to the will of 
the great majority of our people, who 
obviously resent and disregard them as 
examples of childish make-believe.” He 
also thought that an unrealistic ban on 
gambling “implants the growth of wide- 
spread corruption and governmental hypo- 
crisy.” 

Carton, too, said that revenue from 
legalized gambling could be spent to re- 
lieve hard-pressed municipal comptrollers,

1953 Racing Almanac 


The trouble with most books about 
racing. insofar as the “outsider” is con- 
cerned, is that they cost too much money. 
Most of the reference works, and even the 
histories. have a rather limited distribu- 
tion among the few hundred or few thous- 
and persons whose contact with the sport is 
close enough that they are willing to main- 
tain their own libraries. Hence the pro- 
duction cost per volume is higher than is 
the case with books of larger circulation. 
The consequent high prices tend to dis- 
courage readers with only a casual inter- 
est in the sport. 

What we needed was a good 25-cent 
book on racing. Now. thanks to John I. 
Day Jr.. of the Thoroughbred Racing As- 
sociations staff, his collaborator Rowland 
Barber. and the Dell Publishing Company 
(261 Fifth Avenue. New York 16, N. Y.). 
we have it. The people closely associated 
with racing may not learn a great deal 
from the book—it was not written for 
them—-but they may enjoy reading it. 
Certainly they would do well to help in 
any way possible toward its success, since 
it represents the first attempt of its kind 
to communicate some of the elementary 
facts of racing to the largest book-reading 
audience in the country. the buyers of 25- 
and 35-cent editions. 

The 1953 Racing Almanac begins with 
brief records of the best horses of 1952 
and includes chapters on breeding, train- 
ing. tracks and races, rules and organiza- 
tions. betting. and the various vocations 
associated with racing. Under each head- 
ing there is included a miniature encyclo- 
pedia. (One definition could be deleted. 
The term freemartin is used for cattle; 
the phenomenon of sexual sterility in a 
female twin occurs only rarely in other 
stock and the word is virtually useless in 
the vocabulary of horse racing.) 

Presumably the almanac is intended as 
an annual series, if the 1953 edition sells 
in sufficient quantity. It is a major ad- 
venture in public relations for racing, and 
deserves the fullest support possible.

Derby History in Pictures 


Lamont Buchanan, a former newspaper- 
man, magazine editor, and ghost writer 
for politicians, has organized a_ picture 
history of the Kentucky Derby, which E. 
P. Dutton and Company. Inc., has publish- 
ed under the title of The Kentucky Derby 
Horse. The book sells for $5, which will 
limit its circulation among the very read- 
ers to whom it is pitched—the $2 bettors. 

It is a pleasant little 150-page book, full 
of interesting, unbeautiful pictures of 
owners, trainers, jockeys, horses, and fans. 
The text has been kept at a minimum, 
Mr. Buchanan wisely allowing his pic- 


tures to tell their own story. 

The book begins with a dozen pages 
of background description of early English 
and American racing. including a hand. 
ful of old prints of famous races and wel] 
known horses. the kind done before artists 
discovered how running horses actually 
look. On the way through the years to Hil] 
Gail, there are numerous “color” pictures 
of prominent racing figures and random 
shots of fans enjoying the Derby. 

The text is not written in the language 
of the race track, but is rather uninform. 
ative journalese. Not all of the pictures 
are correctly identified. On page 49, for 
instance where “Whiskery stands _alertly 
with Jockey Linus McAtee aboard.” the 
horse has the markings of Whiskery, but 
the jockey has the markings of Sonny 
Workman. W. S.
